The communique also cited ac­ 
tion on the Leningrad front where 
it listed about 600 Germans killed 
in two days of battle. 
The height reported

northwest of Stalingrad. Previous­ 
ly a communique had said a stra­ 
tegic elevation on the southwest ap­ 
proaches to Stalingrad had been 
stormed and captured. 
Four tri-motored German trans­ 
port planes were among the seven 
enemy aircraft the Russians said 
they destroyed in fighting in the 
Stalingrad area.

The Moscow radio said that the 
Soviet advance along the railway 
line southwest of Stalingrad had 
come to a momentary halt a few 
miles from Kotelnikovski, nearly 
IOO miles from the Volga strong­ 
hold.

Red army had smashed "an im­ 
portant enemy center” southwest 
of Rzhev but did not further iden­ 
tify it.

Wickard Warns U. S. 
Not To Delay II Food 
Controls Are Needed

HICAGO. Dec. 3—Secretary of 
Agriculture Wickard declared 
today “I for one have no .Intention 
and no wish to fasten government 
controls in perpetuity upon the 
food industry.” 
"On the other hand, those who 
have the responsibility for the gov­ 
ernment's wartime food program 
should be prepared to take prompt 
action whenever action is neces­ 
sary,” the secretary of agriculture 
declared in an address prepared 
for a regional meeting on 1943 
food goals. 
"Already in this war I have seen 
the 
consequences of delay and 
wishful thinking too many times,” 
he continued. "If reservation orders 
or rationing are necessary for food 
commodities, these orders should 
be put into effect without delay.

of better and that every day of de­

There is some fear, he continued, 
that government power over food 
would mean radical changes in dis­ 
tribution and marketing.

"By and large I think the food 
industry is well organized and ef­ 
ficient and, for these reasons, it 
should be interfered with as little 
as possible in the execution of a 
wartime food program.”

except the part about how much he loves me: 
“Hello Ethel. Well I was sure glad to talk to 
you on the phone the other night although it cost 
me four fish. I am fine and hope you ere the same 
and don’t worry about a thing. The army is fine 
but it was a good thing I was in the national guard 
three years and went to camp at Peekskill that sum­ 
m er we got married because it saved me a lot of 
both learning how to drill and all that stuff. 
“The groceries are fine aud my officers are fine. 
Everything is fine and so is my heal lh except a 
very strange thing has happened to me. I woke up 
the other morning with my legs itching aud when 
I looked at them there was little red spots all over 
them and it got so bad that finally I .showed them 
to the doctor and do you know what he told me? 


“ T I E says Turp your trouble is from your pants. 
* I Those pants are wool and you are allergic to 
wool. I got him to write the word down for me so 
I could tell you what it is Ethel. He ses that means 
you and wool don’t get along together.’He ses we 
have lots of cases like you and I sos well Doc why 
did I get along all right with wool at Peekskill? He 
sea don’t get technical Turp. Remember, you are in 
the army. Maybe your pants at Peekskill were of an 
inferior quality of wool. 
“He ses what you do is to get yourself some long 
underdrawers made of something that is not wool 
and wear them under your pants so I had to go 
to town and buy some that are made of cotton and 
they cost me one fifty and I could not charge them 
to the army either. Ethel I don’t like to he talking to 
you about my underdrawers because it doesn't sound 
modest but I have to tell you what the doc sos. 
“So now 
I am wearing long ones .for the first 
time since I was a little kid. You know I have al­ 
ways worn shorts but I don’t mind the long ones if 
they will make the red spots go away. Ethel don't 
speak of this to anybody because I am afraid you 
would get it mixed up and tell people Joe is allergic 
to his uniform and that would sound very peculiar. 
All I ara allergic to is the wool that is in the pants 
and not the coat. It is like you are to stuff blowing 
around in the air in the fall that gives you hay 
fever.

Rationing Is A Condition 
I 
T is worth thinking about that gasoline and coffee 
rationing have been instituted with a lot less 
fuBs than sugar rationing, and the complications of 
gasoline (mileage) rationing far exceed those of 
sugar. 
Rationing—and this fact still is not generally 
understood—is not something devised by bureaucrats 
for effect. It 1b a wartime condition. The United 
States was foredoomed to rationing when it en­ 
tered the war; it could not escape the same neces­ 
sity that forced all other warring nations to resort 
to it. 
* 
Simplest way to understand what imposes ra­ 
tioning is comparison with the standard practice 
of shipwrecked sailors dividing their emergency ra­ 
tions. On the postulation of so many days before 
relief, available amounts of food are divided equit­ 
ably. Frequently, this must be done over the objec­ 
tions of survivors who think it would be better to 
satisfy the present and let the future take care of 
itself. 
Thus, In rationing there are those who prefer to 
wear out their tires in the next six months and let 
their transportation for the rest of the war take 
care of itself; those who think su |hr rationing must 
have been a failure because everybody still is eat­ 
ing sugar; those who don’t care what the other 
fellow drinks In the name of coffee as long as they 
can he supplied out of a private hoard. 
In these rationing systems aud those that will 
follow in due course of time, the dissenter is part 
of the normal expectancy, though fortunately his 
irresponsible counsel rarely Is followed.

Mobilized For Government 


‘Word Of Mouth’ Service 


Under ‘Block Plan’ 


Women of upper Hancock coun­ 
ty will be mobilized shortly under 
a “Block plan" for civilian war 
service on the homefront. 
They will be asked by the gov­ 
ernment to assume important war 
tasks and thus. in a sense, sub­ 
stitute for existing local groups 
which have been carrying on var­ 
ious war efforts, such as the salv­ 
age campaign. 
Instructions for the Chester or­ 
ganization have been received by 
Mayor Harry Abrams, commander 
of the civilian defense council, and 
calls for a mobilization of all wom­ 
en of the community. 
Set up on a geographical basis, 
similar to the air raid warden plan, 
the Block plan will be utilized by 
the government to carry instruc­ 
tions and information to civilians 
by word of mouth. 
A county chief block leader will 
head the organization with a chief 
block leader for each of the seven 
communities. 
The War Production Board is 
asking that block leaders, through 
their selected workers, contact at 
least 15 homemakers in the area, to 
inform them of food communique 
No. I, which pertains to meat con­ 
servation. It is the hope of the 
WPB that voluntary rationing will 
be made on the basis of two and 
a half pounds of meat per person 
per week, to-avoid actual ration­ 
ing. 
Tin Can Drive Next 
At a later date the civilian war 
services will be asked to partici­ 
pate in a tin can salvage, when 
the block leaders will call on the 
homemaker and demonstrate the 
correct way to flatten the can.

representatives of 
industry), 
nutrition, recreation, health and 
medical 
welfare, 
child 
welfare, 
housing. War Savings, agriculture, 
plant utilization and labor saving 
and training committee.

Neither brother knew 
the other was in uniform. 
After a time James was trans­

John served his period of en­ 
listment and returned to Blast Liv­ 
erpool, but for only a few months. 
President Lincoln sent out an­ 
other urgent call for volunteers 
and he re-enlisted with the rating 
of a lieutenant.

of those days, the two brothers 
checked on their experiences and 
discovered they had fought against 
each other In several of the early 
battles of the war.

NE of the most serious short 
ages in manpower that has pre 
Rented itself to the country in the 
emergency is really a shortage of 
womanpowpr. All over the coun­ 
try hospitals are complaining that 
they are not getting enough nurses 
to fill their classes—even basing 
the number of students in the 
classes on a peacetime basis. 
At a meeting of the American 
Hospital association this year one 
of the speakers said: "In the fu 
ture the demand for nurses will be 
two or three times greater than it 
ha* ever been in the past.” 
Army 
and 
navy 
requirem ents 
are tremendous and it is hard to 
give the exact figures on them. At 
the same meeting of the American 
Hospital association one speaker 
stated th at tho army and navy 
would require 1,000 nurses a month 
in 1M3, another speaker stated 
th at the requirement would bo 2.- 
000. and atill another 3.000 a month. 
And finally, I find an authoritative 
statem ent that of the country’s 
300,000 women in white. 50.000 will 
be needed in the army and navy 
by July. 1943. 
Cause* Of Shortage 
Hospital authorities arc frank­ 
ly puzzled as to why this shortage 
should exist. Some of them believe 
that the superior attraction of the 
WAACs and WAVES# has been so 
publicized that it has turned the 
attention 
of the 
young 
women 
from the less glamorous role of 
the nurse.

f am Inclined to believe there Is a 
good deal to this objection and for 
the period of the emergency I 
think a year and a half Instead of 
the present requirem ent of three 
yearn is quite enough to fit an in 
telligent. young woman to take up 
the duties of a nurse. 
Certainly the armed forces would 
benefit by getting more nurses 
sooner if the course were reduced 
to the one-and-one-half-year period 
with an arrangem ent after the war 
is over to allow these nurses to 
complete their nursing course of 
three years. I understand that, the 
National League of Nursing Educa­ 
tion is contem plating a recommen­ 
dation that the course be reduced' 
to two and one-half years but in 
my opinion this is not enough of 
a reduction. 
Great Demand 
The army, navy and the public 
health service will certainly need 
nurses for a period of at least five 
or IO years. Even lf hostilities 
should cease in 1943 the nursing 
corps, with the medical corps, will 
probably be the last to be de­ 
mobilized. This, of course, stands 
to reason and is perfectly natural 
because 
after 
hostilities 
have 
ceased there will be a number of 
wounded and convalescent men to 
be taken care of for months and 
years to come, 
At the sam© time civilian hos­ 
pitals have been increasing their 
demands for nursing and hospital 
personnel. Mr. Charles P. Taft Is 
quoted as saying that IO years ago 
hospital 
superintendents 
staled 
they 
needed 
17,700 
graduated 
nurses, 8,120 student nurses and 
10,000 other persons giving nurs­ 
ing care. A recent survey of these 
same hospitals showed that, they 
then 
employed 
66.100 
graduate 
nurses, 52.400 student nurses and 
55,800 other persons giving nurs­ 
ing care. 
lf the campaign is needed to ob­ 
tain the number of nurses the sit­ 
uation dem ands,.le t us get the 
campaign started at once!
